-Tfie men were driven from this 
city by deputy sheriffs and about 
2 0 0 0 armed men, members of an

were killed in the events preceding 
the deportation. 
A strike was called her of the 
metal workers by the I. W. W. 
two weeks ago. 
Since that time, 
according to officers, scores of 
strange men have gathered in Bis­ 
bee. 
They are alleged 
to have 
prevented the miners from return­ 
ing to work. 
Plans for the round­ 
up of these alleged undesirables 
were made at midnight by Sheriff 
Harry C. Wheeler. 
In two hours 
the sheriff had deputized 
1200 
men and ordered them to report at 
various points in the town at 4 
o ’clock this morning
